Specifics such as Don 
extracted from the "Third World Instabilities" 
paper will not be dealt with at this point.

guidance for the 1983 program build. Your 
specific actions in support of their Third World 
initiatives would be reflected in this 1983 
program submission and would have been previously 
coordinated with the appropriate NFAC components.
